The application does not meet the requirements of Articles 5 PCT and Rule 
5.1(a) (i i i ) PCT in that the matter for which protection is sought is not 
clearly defined. The functional statement 'configured as a low-pass 
filter 1 does not enable the skilled person to determine which technical 
features are necessary to perform the stated function, since it is not 
generally known in the art how a latch could be configured as a low-pass 
filter. Neither do the description nor the dependent claims solve this 
unclari ty. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
